Miss Pearl Powell of Columbia, 
Mo,, formerly a waitress, identified 
the body yesterday as that of Pear­ 
man, a friend or two years. She 
said he posed as another man to 
further the colonization plan which 
he believed would make him rich. 
She said he left Columbia for 
Kansas City March 24 in connection 
with the deal. 
Dr. A. J. Bass, retired dentist and 
wealthy land dealer of Columbia, 
was held on a first degree murder 
charge for the killing of Pearman. 
Police said Pearman had taken out 
$ 2 0 0 OOO in life insurance, assigned 
to Bass. In the name of William 
Folia of Martinsburg. 
Mo. 
Miss 
Powell said the mechanic had told 
her that he and Bass were partners 
Pearman'* body was found on a 
roadside near Gravette, Ark., last 
Saturday, There were three bullet 
wounds In the head. The body ap­ 
parently had been thrown from an 
automobile. 
Bass originally identified the body 
as that of Folia. The Insurance had 
been assigned to Bass as collateral 
In a 3.loo-arre land purchase near 
Texarkana, Ark., which was to have 
been laid out In plots and sold In a 
farm colonisation scheme. 
Miss Powell, who came here 
voluntarily, said Pearman was mar­ 
ried and the father of two children. 
Police said they had communicated 
with the widow and that she was 
expected here today to view the 
body.

Agricultural Board Asks 
Farmers to Decrease 
Their Yields. 


TOPEKA. 
Kaw. April 3—(J*)— 
Kansas farmers, who annually pro­ 
duce about one-fifth of the nation's 
wheat, have been warned by the 
state board of agriculture to de­ 
crease their yield in order to com­ 
bat a “situation already acute.” 
The wa/ning was Issued through 
fear that the problem of storing a 
large 1930 crop, because of a large 
1929 carryover, would be a “serious 
one.” 
Resolutions, made public yester­ 
day, pointed out that the federal 
farm board had seen fit to remove 
millions of bushels of wheat from 
commercial channels In order to 
stabilize prices. Growers also were 
requested to provide suitable stor­ 
age facilities “on the farm, or else­ 
where." for this year's crop. 
' Further surpluses promise addi­ 
tional complications to a situation 
already acute.” the resolutions said, 
continuing with tile assertion “that 
adjustment of production reason­ 
ably near domestic demand appears 
to be Imperative and is in line with 
the expressed policy of the federal 
farm board." 
The board recommended that 
wheat acreage be reduced “until the 
abnormal surplus has disappeared 
and. wh»re possible, that the plant­ 
ing of other crops, or hi areas of 
light rainfall, a summer fallow ro­ 
tation system be substituted."

THE MAGIC WAND AND 
STOCK VALUES. 
The full extent to which transactions tm the New 
York stock exchange have occupied the attention of 
the American people cannot be realised even when 
figures supposedly revealing estimated “losses,” most 
of which were mere paper profits, are studied 
Donald Wilhelm, 
writing In The 
Worlds 
Work. 
points out that In IWO. when the population of the 
United States was 105,000,000. th* par value of all 
bonds listed on the New York stock exchange was 
E525.384.240—a per capita representation of M OI -and 
the foul par value of si! stocks listed was $704,172.- 
B 5 a per capita representation of $0 27. 
On September I, 1929. nine years later, when the 
nation s population was estimated at 120,000.000 the 
foul market value of all bonds listed on the exchange 
gras $46,740,000,000- -a per capita 
representation of 
$399 42. In other words bonds had gained some forty- 
fix billions of dollars in a little more than nine years. 
The total market value of all stocks luted was $89.- 
670.000.000- a mere Increase of something less than 
forty-three billions of dollars, and a pc respite repre­ 
sentation of 1747 OO, as against $9.27 nine years before. 
In 1900. or twenty-nine years before, the par value 
of all stocks and bonds listed on the exchang J was $1.- 
929.556,$45—-a per capita representation of precisely 
$16.1$. But on September I, 1929 the market value of 
ill stocks and bonds luted was $136,410.000,000- -a per 
capita representation of precisely 11 136 51 
In thU 
connection It should be recalled that the per capita 
wealth was estimated at $3,000 for 1926 
It has been a feverish and hectic decade through 
Which the American people passed since 1920 
It has 
been characterised by great accumulation?! and com­ 
binations of wealth. Industrial progress has unfold­ 
ed one of the most amazing chapters written by any 
period of civilization Hundreds and thousands of new 
businesses and factories have come into existence. 
Ind thousands of those established previously have 
attained a colossus size that defies the imagination 
in d the comprehension. It has been a period of ex­ 
pansion and growth, which to a certain degree at least 
accounts for many billions of the staggering increase 
In stocks and bonds represented on the exchange. 
Xii of thU U proper and encouraging. 
It bespeaks 
tor an energetic, alert and hard driving nation, which 
bas gained dominance in the theater of world trade 
and Is determined to drive still further ahead in the 
Conquest of new markets. 
| But not all of the increase can be accounted for In 
natural growth. The Jump from in excess of one bil­ 
lon to 136 billions in the short span of twenty-nine 
years betrays the fever which caught hundreds of 
thousands of people In its grasp and diverted their 
thought and attention to speculative channeU. Every­ 
body wanted stock. They purchased It not with the 
Idea of ultimately retaining it as an Investment but to 
shear some quick profits. 
It was easy money. And 
this wild surge of bullish sentiment to acquire stock 
breathed mythical value Into the market prices of 
stock which even the most roseate prospects of actual 
large earnings could not have inspired. 
It dill be a good thing lf the lesson of last Novem­ 
ber has been sufficient to kill the speculative craze 
which seised hundreds of thousands of ordinarily sane 
and 
intelligent Americans. The market has been 
moving toward higher levels in recent weeks. On two 
mr three occasions there has been faint echoes of that 
bullish enthousiasm which swept it to unprecedented 
heights before the crash of last November. That Is 
hormsl and natural. Undoubtedly many splendid se­ 
curities were carried down to points below their real 
worth. But U would. Indeed, be a most unfortunate 
thing should the fever to gamble In stocks have an­ 
other repetition in this country. There is much sober 
and earnest work to be done by everyone. The coun­ 
try will be better off lf its people attend to their 
work instead of trying to outguess the market. 


NEW OVERSEAS POLITICAL TACTICS. 
Are European statesmen developing a new technique 
which enables them to continue In power after suf­ 
fering parliamentary defeat? 
It r%{her looks that 
way. 
A few weeks ago. Ramsay MacDonald’s labor gov­ 
ernment in Oreat Britain was outvoted In the hous« 
of commons, but the cabinet refused to resign. In the 
last few days, a second proposal of the government 
failed to carry, without causing the ministers to hand 
In their resignations. As no great fuss is being made 
by the opposition over their remaining in office, the 
inference Is that these two setbacks were not intend­ 
ed to be much more than pin pricks to irritate the 
offlceholding contingent. It may be that the conser­ 
vatives and liberals are merely laying the foundation 
for a decisive attack later on. in which the objective 
will be the overthrow of the MacDonald regime and 
the forcing of general elections. This Is not expected 
to come until after the London naval conference ad­ 
journs. 
France had its 
semi-occasional 
governmental 
“crisis” a short time ago, when Premier Tardieu and 
his colleagues turned over their portfolios after the 
chamber of deputies had rejected one of their propo­ 
sitions. 
That move, It seems, was a clever political 
coup on the premier's part; for there was no one else 
with a strong enough following to command a ma­ 
jority in parliament. So, after one or two ineffectual 
attempts to form a cabinet under other leadership, 
Tardieu was again called upon to take charge. The 
net result of the whole series of events is that he Is 
rn a stronger position than ever, as the opposing par­ 
ties do not care to bring public disapproval, down up­ 
on their heads at this time by upsetting the apple 
cart a second time. 
And now comes President Cosgrave of the Irish 
free state with an equally Impressive comeback. Only 
a few days after his cabinet had been defeated In the 
dall, that body again choones him as the country’s of- 
I ftcial head. 
The only alternative was Earn mon De 
Valera, now in the United States to work up more 
support for the mythical “Irish republic.’ 
The peo­ 
ple of Ireland don't care f ir any more civil war. They 
want to pursue their peaceful occupations in an or­ 
derly way. The dall. therefore, did not dare to af­ 
front public opinion by putting De Valera in charge. 
Cosgrave is strengthed bv the outcome and his gov­ 
ernment Is not likely to be threatened with dissolu­ 
tion again in the near future. 
hk The great weakness of the European parliamentary 


from hand to mouth and using their credit to the 
limit, are again to become wage earners, able to pay 
their bills and make purchases commensurate with 
I the needs of their families. 
It should also be remembered that the Burlington 
railroad gave out a statement a few days ago to the 
effect that from 1.000 to I SOO men were to be put to 
work on Its tracks on April I, and that others were to 
be added to the pay rolls at different times during the 
coming weeks. 
Without doubt the same course will 
be followed by the other transportation companies of 
the state, thus making It probable that bfeore the first 
of May no less titan 10.000 men who have been Idle 
* will be profitably employed In Nebraska. 
I 
If all of the states In the Union will do as well in 
this respect as this one promises to do. there will be 
little ground for complaint as to lack of work 
For it 
must be remembered that these 10,000 are to be em­ 
ployed exclusively on highways and railway tracks, no 
account being taken of construction and other lines 
of industry. 
Putting the pay of 10.000 men Into circulation in a 
state the size of Nebraska 
means a great deal for 
every line of business. In making It possible for these 
workers to pay their bills and make required pur­ 
chases. merchants are permitted to pay what they owe 
| to the banks and to the Jobbers, the situation being 
thus relieved at all points. 
To be sure, the income of most of the men who will 
be thus employed Is not 
great, 
but combined It 
amounts to a tremendous sum. 
The money which 
thev will receive and spend has been for the most part 
tied up and doing no one any good. Now it will go 
into the channels of trade and revival Is inevitable. A 
man employed is the greatest asset a community can 
have, while one out of work Is worse than a liability. 
The outlook for Nebraska for the coming year Is 
bright with promise, and with an average crop. sell­ 
ing at anything like profitable prices, tt should be one 
of unexampled prosperity. 


DESERVED APPRECIATION. 
Rarely does the minister come in for public recog­ 
nition for his faithfulness in serving his congrega­ 
tion. 
It was a splendid action, then, which the board 
of trustees of the St Paul Methodist church of Lin­ 
coln took In directing attention to the completion of 
ten years of the ministry of Dr. Walter Aitken. who is 
greatly admired and loved by the people of this com- 
I munity.

It should comfort, assure and make 
people happy, not sad. strengthen them so they may 
bring to others something of that

I hem. Dr. Aitken has been a great comfort and help 
to hundreds of Lincoln people. 
He has been pub­ 
lic spirited and Interested In civic progress. The peo­ 
ple of Lincoln Join the church board and the con­ 
gregation in extending their appreciation of his ten 
I years of ministry in this community. 


BOYHOOD MILLIONAIRES. 
A 15-year-old Chicago youth has Just inherited A 
million dollars as the result of the death of his father, 
a successful Industrial magnate. 
This is but one the interesting phases aris- 
! ing out of America's development of a considerable 
class of persons with outstanding fortunes. 
In the 
early days of this country's history, such a heritage 
mould have been inconceivable. A few business lead- 
j ers In former generations 
developed 
large estates, 
which were handed down to their sons and success- 
j fully carried on. The ne’er-do-well, however, was a 
I frequent enough occurrence to be a familiar stock fig­ 
ure in American literature. 
He was relatively unimportant when his numbers 
were few. The actions of the millionaire’s son who 
takes over that fortune 
become of serious concern 
when there are many of them. 
One must wonder what the capacity of a boy Is 
to handle a fortune of that size, when he comes into 
control and direction of it some years later. If he 
has the stamina to use it wisely, to apply the ener­ 
gy he would have to apply lf he had to make his own 
way independently, the fortune may be a boon not 
alone to the youth, but if he is capable, also to societv. 
America has only begun to recognize the problem of 
great inherited fortunes. 
The fundamentals of in­ 
dividualism makes any change in our treatment of 
them difficult. The vagaries of human nature make 
their continued growth a serious problem. Education 
in the constructive use of wealth may become as much 
a matter of concern in this country as education for 
the acquirement of wealth has been.

The perspiration and 
skin oil arc bound to become offen­ 
sive unless they are removed daily 
with warm water and soap, and the 
underwear and stockings changed 
frequently. 
It occasionally happens, however, 
that even when these precautions 
are taken, the perspiration will have 
a disagreeable odor, especially under 
th® arr,13 and from the feet. This 
may be due to a germ called the 
bacillus fetid us which ordinary soap 
and water doesn’t seem to bother, 
and especially germicides have to be 
used to kill them off. Body odors 
may be in evidence in diseases of 
the body; and even in constipation 
with absorption of putrefactive ma­ 
terial, for some of the noxious prop­ 
erties are excreted by the skin. 
For an aprication for the feet, a 
solution of one ounce of liquid for­ 
malin to the quart of water, ie very 
good; lor perslplratlon under th e 
arms, a 25 per cent solution of alu­ 
minum chloride! Salicylic acid, IO 
grains, to I ounce of cold cream, to 
also good for under the arms. These 
are used by patting a istle of the 
formula on the affected parts, first 
washing and drying well. 
Naturally, I have to speak of the 
Importance of the hygienic habits to 
keep in normal health; the right 
diet, exercises, fresh air, poise, etc. 
Excessive perspiration to known as 
bvperidrosis. and this to normal in 
the summer. But it to also found in 
r u n down conditions — especially 
where there Is any degree of toxemia 
(this literally means poison In the 
blood) and in tuberculosis, rickets, 
etc. Anidrosis means the opposite 
condition—to o little perspiration. 
This may be due directly to a func­ 
tional disorder of the sweat glands, 
or indirectly to disorders of the 
nerves or the ductless glands of the 
body which influence the function 
of all the organs. The skin is ab­ 
normally dry, and unless It is fre­ 
quently oiled, either with a glycer­ 
ine solution <14 glycerine and % 
Later), or with some ointment that 
agrees, it Is apt to become very dry 
and scaly, and itch intolerably. 
Did you ever hear of sweating 
blood? No one ever sweats blood. 
no matter how great a stress he Is 
under; but there to a. condition 
known as chromidrosis, or colored 
perspiration, which may have given 
rise to this saying. The perspira­ 
tion to reddish, due to the taking 
of certain drugs, or to the action 
of certain bacteria on the skin.

Adapted By Nebraska Climata 
By P. H. Stewart. 
The kisses and disappointments 
due to the use of alfalfa seed with 
an unknown history can be largely 
svoided if fanners will take certain 
precautions when buying aced, P. 
H. Stewart of the agricultural col­ 
lege, pointed out today in discuss­ 
ing the alfalfa seed situation for 
the coming season. 
All good looking seed is not n a m -. 
sarilv good, he pointed out. refer­ 
ring to testa st the Nebraska ex- }i 
pertinent station and out over the 
state, in which some lots of teed \ 
have killed out practically IOO per 
cent while others of a aw e hardy I 
nature have survived to excellent 
shape 
Every alfalfa seed buver 
should require the seller to supply 
definite and reliable information aa 
I to rn hen the seed was raised 
In « 
the past much of the unhardy seed 
came from foreign countries and 
from southwestern states 
The Nebraska fanner has several 
ways to go about getting seed of 
known origin, according to Mr 
Stewart 
He can ask for verified 
seed which has been checked by the 
U S. D. A. to show its origin. The 
tag on verified seed gives the state 
to which the seed was grown. This 
should be a northern state 
Good Aced Available. 
Nebraska farmers this year for 
the flirt time, can buy "hardy ap­ 
proved alfalfa seed" which is seed 
carrying the tag of the Nebraska 
Crop Growers 
association 
Such 
seed must come from fields at least 
eight years old and many of these 
producing hardy approved seed are 
aa old as twenty-five years 
They 
are also inspected to the field for 
meeds and sweet €101*7 and the seed 
must be up to certain specifica­ 
tions. Between three and four car­ 
loads of this seed is available this 
year through r e g u l a r seedsmen 
and also direct from growers, county 
agricultural agents, and the agri­ 
cultural college can refer farmers 
wamujg this kind of seed to reli­ 
able sources. 
For average Nebraska conditions 
northern alfalfa of the common 
variety has been found very satis­ 
factory according to careful tests. 
The alfalfa seed grower and the 
man who wants something particu­ 
larly hardy may be interested to 
Grimm or Cossack alfalfa. 
When 
buying either of these varieties in­ 
sist on getting genuine certified 
sealed seed carrying the tag of 
some state crop improvement asso­ 
ciation or the state department to 
agriculture
